Paying rent is a losing game in the long run, 
to say nothing about the satisfaction there is 
in owning one’s own home, and there are hundreds 
in Richmond réady now and willing to build 
just as soon as the cost of it gets back to some- 
thing near normal, There is nothing nicer in 
this old world than owning one’s own home. It puts 
a feeling into a man that nothing else does and it 
means a great deal in comfort’ and satisfaction. 

* * * 

I know one man who camé to Richmond a few 
years «ago. with only about a dollar and a half 
in his pocket, and a ‘family. He got a job at one 
of the big industries and in a month had bought a 
lot and paid ten dollars down on it. Then he put 
up a big tent and moved the family in, and that 
summer they sort of camped out, but saved pay- 
ing rent. Pretty soon out came a couple of loads 
of lumber, and he put in ‘his spare time building’ 
a couple of rooms in front of the tent. This sort 
of thing he kept up and gradually built himself a 


house, doing most of the work himself mornings .
